O» nearing the beach these Iudians were seen 
to be in a state of drunkenness, danciug on 
the shore in a perfectly nude state. The 
canoe topebing the sbore, the Chief jumped 
into it, seized Mr. Faull by the throat, and 
brandished s large piece of rock over his 
bead.
